This portrait was painted In"miniature by;Thomas Sully, 


whose name and work as a painter of imposing canvases are 


• well known to American art students. It was-painted on Ivory 
and Inclosed in a folding case. The painting retains Its original 
freshness to a degree that would not be possible-In a work of 
art exposed to the light. The case Is mellowed by, time, though 
It has, evidently, been guarded with unusual care.

Sully's portrait of the first President was.bought by Gaston 


Mory. a native of Switzerland, who came to America just before 


the outbreak of the Revolutionary War, fought underiWashington and re- 
mained in this country until after th« opening of the'nineteenth century. ;•••-• 
He carried the portrait-with him- when he returned to Switzerland and it : 
remained in the Mory family at Lucerne for over a hundred years. There .'•• 
it was discovered-by Guy Morrison Walker, a New York connoisseur, who 
brought it to-the United States with other treasures accumulated during an 
Interesting journey. Mr. Walker has just made known his possession of 
this fully authenticated, work, and it is by his .courtesy that a carefully made 
photograph is here'printed. \ The work is causing a real stir among painters 
and collectors.

-.Thomas Sully was a'brothef of Lawrence Sully, also a'famous painter. 


He was born in Horncastle', Lincolnshire, England, in 1783. He died In 
Philadelphia on Nov. 5, 1872. His brother died in 1804. Two years later he 
married his brother's widow and lived for a time in Boston'and In New 
York. It was while he was in Boston that he studied under Gilbert Stuart 


Sully painted portraits-of Lafayette, Jefferson and many other notables 


of his time. His greatest portrait, by the habitual judgment of critics, was 
that of'Queen Victoria, He painted a "Washington Crossing the Delaware" 
which has often been confused with the large canvas of ,the same subject, 
painted "by a German, Emanuel Leutze, and now hanging in the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art. New.York. Leutze's painting,, by^he-.way. has been 
criticised for the use of German types in alt the figures save that of Wash- 
ington. No such criticism has been raised with regard to Sully's picture, 
long, familiar to visitors to the Boston Museum. ' 


In Washington's day portraits could not:.be duplicated by photography 


{.which was not invented until 1839) and it was the practice of painters to 
paint many portraits of the same subject. Sully painted other portraits of 
Washington, some of which have been lost. The present example is likely to 
be regarded as one of the most interesting of all the presentments of the 
Idolized figure indelibly associated with the history of America. 
In the 


instance of certain other famous men there exists considerable confusion as 
a result of portraits greatly varying in report. 
Pictures of Washington 


show remarkable agreement, so-that the popular impression of his appear- 
ance probably approximates his actual look as closely as might be if he had 
belonged to a photographable era. And it may b* said of the force and the 
benignance of this face that they combine to make the Father of His 
Country "look the part."

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CALIFORNIA LITERATURE AND ITS MAKERS 


(Continued from last Sunday.) 


"My readers, however, have had 


•omo opportunity 
to learn some- 


what of the real Indian from the 
lefends and stories already published 
In The TRIBUNE. These are s=elf- 
r«vealing. The first book to deal 
•olely with the Indian of California 
•was written by Father 
Geronlmo 


Boscana. one of the early Francis- 
cans located there. 
It was left in 


manuscript form and later, tranb- 
lated by Robinson, appeared in his 
"Life in California," published 
in 


1846. 
Of this work Bancroft, in a 


foot-note, page 162 of his "Native 
Races," says: "Father Boscana. one 
of the earliest missionaries to Upper 
California, left behind him the short 
manuscript history'from which the 
tradition following in the text has 
been taken through the medium of 
a now rare translation by Mr. Robin- 
son. 
Filled with the prejudices of 


Its age and of tho profession of its 
author, it is yet marvelously truth 
like; though a painstaking care has 
evidently been used with regard to 
its most apparently insignificant de- 
tails, there are none of those too 
visible wrenchings after consistency, 
and fillings up of lacunae which so 
many monkish, manuscripts on like 
and 
kindred 
subjects. 
There are 


found, on the othpr hand, frank con- 
fessions 
of ignorance on doubtful 


points, and many naive and puzzled 
comments on the whole 
It is ap- 


parently the longest and the moot 
valuable notice in existence, on the 
religion of the nation of thp nathe 
Californians. as existing at the time 
of the Spanish Conquest and more 
xvorthy of confidence than the gen- 
eral run of such documents of anv 
date whatever The father procured 
his information as follows: He savs- 
'God assigned to me three aged In- 
dians, the youngest of whom wa» 
over 70 years of age. Thev Knew all 
the secrets, for two of them were 
capitanes and the other a pul. who 
were well instructed in tho mysteries 
By sifts, endearments, and kindn»s-». 
I "elicited from thorn their secrets 
•with their explanations; and by wit- 
nessing the ceremonies which they 
performed, I learned, by degrees. 
their mysteries. Thus, by devoting 
a portion of the nights to profound 
meditation and comparing their ac- 
tions with their closures. I was pn- 
abled after a. long time to acquire a 
knowledge of their religion ' " 


He then proceeds to give an ac- 


count of one whom the Indians Wor- 
shiped as a Superior Being. The fol- 
low-ng is an account of his first ap- 
pearances: 
"He first manifested his powers to 


the people on a day when thev had 
met in congregation for some pur- 
pose or other; he appeared dacing 
before them, crowned with a kind of 
high crown made of tail 
feathers 


stuck into a circlet of some kind, 
girt with a kind of peUlco.it, of 
feathers, and having his flesh painted 
black and red 
Thus decorated he 


was called the tobet 
Having danced 


some time, Chinigchinich called out 
the mcdicinc-men 
or puplems-. as 


they were called, among w horn il w i l l 
appear the chiefb are always, num- 
bered, nnd confirmed their power, 
telling them that he had come from 
the stars to instruct them in dancing 
and all other things and command- 
ing that in all their necessities they 
should 
themselves 
in 
the 
tobet, 


and so dance as he had danced, 
supplicating him by his great name, 
that thus they might receive their 
petitions. 
He taught them how to 


worship him, how to build van- 
quechs, or places of worship, nnd 
how to direct their conduct in vari- 
ous affairs of life 
Then he pre- 


pared to die. and the people asked 
him-if they should bury him. if ye 
buried me, he said, yc would tread 
upon my grave, and for that mj- 
hand would be heavy upon you, look 
at it, and to all Tour wu\5=, for Io I 
go jp where the high stars are, 
where mmo ejes .shall sep all the 
ways of men, and whosoever will 
not keep my commandments nor ob- 
serve the things that I have taught 
jou, behold disease shall plague all 
his body and no food shall come near 
his IIDS, the bear shall rend his fieuh, 
and the crooked tooth of the serpent 
shall sting him.

There are numerous 
spirits, chiefly bad, some in human 
form, some dwelling- m beasts and 
birds, halving names which they gen- 
erally refuse to reveal to mortals, 
and haunting- chiefly the hills and 
forests, 
sometimes 
remaining- 
in 


Happy Western Land. Some of these 
spirits are those of wicked Indians 
returned to earth, others appear to 
be self-existent. There are great and 
potent spirits, 
bearing- rule 
over 


many of their kind: and there are 
inferiors. 
All tho spirits are to be 


propitiated and their wrath averted. 
There is not one in a thousand from 
whom the Indians expect any active 
assistance; If they can only secure 
their non-interference all 
will go 


well. To thp California Indians great 
Xattire is kindly in her moods and 
workings, but these malign spirits 
constantly thwart her beneficent de- 
signs and bring- trouble upon 
her 


children. 


"In An article in the Atlantic 


Monthly Professor John Fiske su,yi>: 
'Dr. Brinton has shown that nono of 
the American tr'bes had any con- 
ception of -a devil. Barbaric races, 
while believing in the existence of 
hurtful and malicious fiends, have 
not sufficiently vivid sense of moral 
abnormity to form the conception of 
diabolism.' 
If, by the devil, we are

A MAX OF rX 
Now, what is this man like, this 


Ole Hanson who ran the strike into 
the ground, and for the sake of 
labor as much as for the sake of 
Seattle? 
Personally, he is of me- 


dium physique, with a great head 
of bushy \\hite, not gray, hair. His 
face is deeply carved with good- 
humor lines, his step is alert, his 
dress neat 
Frequently he employs 
r" language when he is 1 


trying to drive some point home. 
Indeed, his language when he is 
thus 
interested is decidedly pic- 


turesque. 
Always his manner and 


speech are forceful, whether he is 
speaking to an individual or a small 
audience or a large one He is no 
mincer, Ole Hanson is not. 


Union Grove, Racine county, Wis- 


consin, c'aims Ole Hanson as a na- 
tive; he was born there in 1S74. 
After he had graduated at 13 years 
of age from the common schools 
he spent a few years teaching school 
and when he was 17 turned his at- 
tention to the study of the law. He 
studied law at nights for t>vo year;:, 
supporting himself by working day- 
times, and meanwhile entered law 
offices at Rac:ne. 


GETS INTO ACTION. 


Hanson's age stood against his -ul- 


timately entering the practice of the 
law. It he had started a couple of 
years later or studied for two years 
longer, he might by now ha\c been 
one of the famous jurists of the 
country. 
AP it was, he completed 


his preparations by the time ho w:i& 
19 years of age, and he was still 
too youns by two years for admis- 
sion to the bar. Standing around 
waiting for something to turn up 
never has* been characteristic of Ole 
Hanson, 
then or now. Until he 


should reach his majority he took 
to selling druggists' sundries and 
finally got interested in mercantile 
pursuits. 
In fact, he never did try 


for the bar, even when his time 
came, and he never has practiced 
the law. 
Down In Mason, Tex., where Han- 


son and his family were visiting, he 
was badly injured in a tram wreck. 
His son was killed. It was years 
before Hanson recovered from the 
effects of his injuries, his recovery 
being made the more difficult by 
the sorrow which his boy's death 
cast over him. 


"ROUGHS IT" TO HEALTH. 
Just about sixteen years' ago now, 


•when Hanson had finally come from 
the 
hospital, 
pretty 
thoroughly 


patched up from his injuries but 
still almost wrecked physically, ho 
hit upon a unique method of re- 
gaining his health. That was since 
the new century opened, but just 
the ame he decided to hark back 
to the pioneer days and rough it 
across 
In an overland team and 
wagon, therefore, bringing his wife 
and two surviving children along, 
he crossed the continent. The heroic 
measures he had taken were well 
advised; he arrived in Seattle in 
perfect health. 
The very night • after Ole Han- 
son's "prairie schooner" had come 
rolling and bouncing upon Pioneer 
Place, its intrepid driver had en- 
tered the grocery business. In fact, 
he arrived, settled his family, got 
acquainted with the town, looked 
about for a situation, found it in the 
grocery store; 
dickered with 
the 
owner thereof for a profitable ar- 
rangement and settled with him all 
by sunset or pretty soon afterward. 


It was just a short time thereafter He had supposedly radical mcllna-

was 
"Hanson's 


Grocery' and Hanson's predecessor 
had departed 


The grocery 
business- 
did not, 


however, attract him for long He 
became president of a realty and 
investment firm which quickly grew 
to be one of the largest in the 
city. That firm has a unique record 
in Seattle; ma>l)e it's unique on the 
coast. 
It hat, never been suefl foi 


anything in a court of law and ha." 
never brought a suit! 


Hanson s political career started 


when he was nominated for the 
state legislature against two other 
candidates. They got ten votes out 
of the 17-J2 that were cast; Ole 
Hanson got the rest, not only put- 
ting him 
into 
the position but 


leaving the rest of his ticket far 'be- 
hind. 
He was busy from the mo- 


ment ho entered 
the 
legislature. 
Here, for instance, were some of 
the things he accomplished:

day for women bill.

THE PRESIDENT'S RETUKN- 


Presidcnt Wilson has left France on his return 


home. He Uas been absent from the continental 
lipaits of the United States since December 4. By 
the time his ship reaches INCW York he will have 
been absent seventy-nine days. 


The question of a constitutional prohibition 


against the President leaving the continental 
limits of (he United States and conducting the 
business of the government while on foreign soil 
has been answered. Constitution or no Constitti- 
tion the thing can be done. This has been deni-| 
onstrated. While abroad President Wilson made] 
appointments, promulgated executive orders, sub- 
mitted messages to Congress recommending legis- 
lation and drew his salary. Much of the official 
business conducted by the nation's capital was 
transacted through his private secretary. 


But there is ranch that should have been 


attended to at home that remains neglected. The 
objects of the European visit and sojourn were 
considered by the President to be of first unport- 
-rance and as requiring his presence at the scene of 
'''Discussion of the settlement of the war. If he 
jwas correct in his decision the delay in the func-

leagues in Congress were cowards because they 
did not support his view. Since then the Senate 
has voted not- to consider the resolution of Mr. 
Johnson demanding the withdrawal of the forces 
in Kussia- Thus the Senate's opinion is tersely 
and emphatically expressed. 
' 


It remains for the people to put down Senator 


Johnson's criticism of the military enterprises of 
the United States in Russia as sheer demagogy. 
The charge that the Constitution was violated 
was an intentional sophistry without a semblance 
of reason, fact or truth to support if. 


American troops were sent to Russia to fight 
ermany and German military forces in Russia; 


they were sent while we were engaged in active, 
lostilities with Germany, a country with which' 
we are still formally and to a very large extent j 
actually at war. They were sent to Russia with! 
;he consent and hearty endorsement of ninety-five, 
per cent of the Russian people—all except the pro-1 
German Bolshevist traitors which Prussian in- 
trigue had turned loose in Russia. The declara- 
tion of war was not unconstitutional—Senator 
Johnson voted for it—and the military expedi- 
tions in Russia were part and parcel of the execu- 
tion of the war against the central powers. They 
were legal and moral in every respect. 


As TUB TRIBUNE has frequently stated, Ameri-i 


can troops will be withdrawn as soon as practi- 
cable, as soon as consistent with safety to them-, 
selves and to the people of Russia they have aided' 
in escaping the Bolshevist terror. 
It is to he. 


hoped that the withdrawal-will be soon, but it 
must depend upon the judgment of Marshal FoUi j 
and the American military advisers of the gov-l 
ernment.

Your Hands From Chapping

hands is there by. no accident of na- 
ture. 
It is a deliberately planned 


allurement of feminine loveliness. 
Every woman should have a soft, vel- 
vety, smooth integument of hands 
and wrists. When'this is absent, 
blame it not upon dlsft washing, iron- 
ing, scrubbing and the other "sweet 
labors of the beloved wife." 
Labor 


by the sweat of the 
hands, rough 


weather and exposure do not neces- 
sarily produce irritations, bleeding 
points, itches and other tastings and 
cbappings. 


Chapped hands, lips or cheeks are 


the upshot of carelessness, neglect or 
haste in cleansing 
thoroughly and 


completely drying the hands. The 
hands and face should be massaged 
to a good red glow. 


In warm, fair or mild weather the 


penalty of such derelictions may not 
appear 
Elands do not become chap- 


ped easily. Cold and wind are usually 
necessary to produce the evaporation, 
which cuts and irritates the flesh. 


Strong soaps—alkaline and coarse 


—help to damage a fine skin, par- 
ticulatly if permitted to evaporate or 
remain upon it- It is this as much 
as anything which must be rubbed 
from a moist skin to prevent damage. 


The housewife, maid or home- 


worker who gives her hands "a lick 
and a promise" with a damp cloth, 
will surely suffer with 
a. weather- 


beaten or chapped skin. 


It is not so much the soap or the 


•water you use as it is the rinsing- and 
drying. 
If the skin is rinsed well 


with clean water and all the dirt, 
soap and other particles are removed 
before a dry towel Is made to do its 
work v.-ell the skin will become deli- 
cate, refined and blushing in its 
sweetness. 


After the skin is dried It should be 


dusted with cornmeal flour. 
This 


will finish the cleansing and drying, 
and it can In turn be removed with a 
bit of wool, chamois or a Turkish 
towel. 


Should your hands become chapped 


before you have learned how to ward 
off this perennial imp of winter, mas- 
sage a little fresh glycerine over the 
chafed parts before retiring, and wear 
an old pair of loose mita or gloves 
during the night. 


Cold cream, wool fat, lanolin or 


vaseline to each^ounce of which three 
dropb of oil of lilac or carnation has 
been added, are useful U rubbed over 
the slun. They should be removed 
by means of a cloth before going out 
or they will pick up dust and dirt as 
well as keep your flesh oily 
and 


sticky. 


It is a distinct reflection upon a 


housekeeper to have chapped hands. 
It bespeaks negligence and slovenli- 
ness, haste or superficially. Moreover, 
it Indicates that she does not know 
what every woman should know, and 
is, therefore, ignorant or, if pos- 
sessed of the knowledge, is too In- 
different, hasty, lazy or too obstinate 
to put it into practice. 


Hot water makes the skin tender 


and oicrsensitive. Since it is nearly 
unavoidable in the kitchen, the hands 
are to be cleansed and then given a. 
cold plunge in the coldest, cleanest 
water obtainable. Dried thoroughly 
with a rough towel, dusted with the 
cornmeal and wiped dry again, there 
is little if any likelihood that the 
sldn will be less than smooth and 
velvety. 
Finally, 
a ligkt dusting 


powder of cornmeal to the kid gloves 
worn outdoors will serve as a pro- 
tection against wind and weather, 
and aid you in your efforts to avoid 
the- rough irritations of a chapped 
skin.

tion, often paid nothing for what 
they took. In the cities most of the 
stores have no stocks because they 
sold almost everything to the Aus- 
trians and Germans. 


Fortunately the harvest last fall 


was exceptionally good and there 
probably will be nothing approach- 
ing- starvation among the poor this 
winter. 
The enemy troops carried 


off almost every article o£ value 
they could lay hands on, but they 
did not have time, owing1 to the sud- 
denness of their retreat, to take 
•with them more than 25 per cent 
of the available grain supply. Meat 
is abundant though high in price- 
Before the war it sold for 6 cents 
a. pound, now it sells for 56 cents. 
Large numbers of sheep raised in 
ths mountains furnish not only a 
valuable meat supply but an abund- 
ance of wool which has provided 
the peasants with the only clothing 
they have had in four years. 


Serbia's most vital need is 
for 


clothing. 
Even i\ ell-to-do persons 


are shabbily or. at least, scantily, 
clad. 
The Associated Press cor- 


respondent observed an army officer 
of high rank dressed in a skirt made 
of flour sacks. 
The little clothing 
that may be bought is held at pro- 
hibitive prices.

is carried on a small, light chassis. 


The chassis, carrying the

The entire equipment, mother chassis, 


searchlight chassis and all. weighs ap- 
proximately 8000 pounds, which is much 
below the weight of other equipment 
that was considered.

In addi- 
tion the straps on all doors had been 
cut In preparation for the removal of 
tho latter.

It is vitally important to the

therefore to know some- 


thing about piston rings and how they 
are fitted, for the fit of the ring m 
the piston and cylinder is the clue to 
a great many ills. 


There are hundreds of types of piston 


rings, but in general use today there 
are perhaps only a dozen. Of this num- 
ber two are in ordinary use. These are 
called respectively the miter or diag- 
onally split and the step joint. These 
refer to the method of cutting the ring 
ends, because much of the trouble from 
leakage is due to spac« allowed for 
leakage at the ends of the ring. 


NUMBER OF TYPES. 


In addition to these two types of 


rings there are any number of makes of 
special rings tvihich are designed to 
overcome the major deficiency of the 
two named, i. e , leakage at the ends. 
In e\ery case some patented means is 


' used for doing away with a space of 


any kind so that the ring as it fits in 
its groove completely seals the cylinder. 
'What I -wish to 
impress 
upon the 


reader is that the piston ring itself 
must be accurately fitted to the piston 
and in the cylinder in order that a gas 
tight joint bo had. If this is not done 
regardless of the type of ring there Is 
bound to be trouble from oil and gas 
leakage.

Before fitting new rings the cylinders 


should be examined and measured. If 
found out of round, warped or scored, 
they should be reground and overdiam- 
eter pistons and piston rings installed. 
Piston rings must have uniform wall 
pressure of sufficient strength to main- 
tain a bearing against the cylinder 
walls during every operation of the 
piston. 
Rings that will assume the 


shape of the worn or warped cylinder 
do not have the necessary wall pressure 
and may collapse under the force of 
tlie explosion. 


SEE THAT GROOVES FIT. 


After cleaning the ring grooves of 


carbon it is of the greatest importance 
to make certain that the sides of the 
grooves are true. Grooves that are V- 
&haped, staggered or have round corners 
should be turned to permit using the 
next width ring, which may be had 
from any dealer. 


Do not expand the 
ring over the 


piston until trying it in the groove to 
which it is to be applied. Roll the ring 
all the way around, the ring groove and 
see that it enters the groove freely, but 
not too loosely and deep enough so that 
it extends below tie piston face at 
every point. If the ring grooves are 
too shallow before deepening them see 
that the corners are clean. Jf the ring 
binds on the sides of the groove look 
first for carbon; if none, rub the ring 
•evenly on fine emery cloth on a smooth 
flat surface until the desired fit is at- 
tained. Each ring should be fitted to 
the groove in which it Is to be placed. 
Expand the ring to be used In the bot- 
tom groove. Insert three one-half inch 
by- inch by six inch skids, cut from an 
old saw blade or any other light, pli- 
able metal, one under each end of the 
ring and the third at the back. Slide 
the rings down over the skids. Install 
tho bottom ring first, and so on from 
bottom to top until all are in place. OH 
•wen and rotate in the grooves to make 
sure that all dirt and foreign matter Is 
removed. 


SOME CLEARANCE NEEDED. 


Bear in mind that a certain amount 
•f clearance must be left at the ring j 
ends, and this clearance must be main- 
tained when the rings are in position 
in tho cylinder. In checking this clear- 
ance in a diagonally split ring compress 
tho ring as much as possible while It is 
in its groove and measure the clear- 
ance at the ends. This will vary with 
the sire of the ring, but usually it is j 
1-32 of an inch. The same clearance | 
should be allowed in a step joint nng. j 
In special rings provision is made for j 
this clearance. Some owners in fitting 
rings imagine that if they are tight • 
they will fit better. It is easy to see j 
that If the ring is tight when the metal j 
la cold it wfll 
become 
considerably 


tighter when it gets hot, and the re- 
sult wfll be a stuck piston ring, which 
is not an uncommon cause of loss of 
compression and power. In order to 
avoid this condition the ring must be 
free in its groove and yet no up and 
down play must exist. 


APPIATXG CHAINS. 
Anti-skid chains must not be ap- 
plied tightly to the tires, as so many 
car owners do to eliminate the clink- 
ing: of the loose chain against the[ 
fender. Tight chains cut the tire | 
badly. Further, the chains should, 
be inspected a£ frequent intervals 
and any cross links that have become 
worn or have developed sharpness 
should be replaced.

YOUR BATTERY 


FOR LONG TIME 


When It Is necessary to lay up 


the storage battery for some tlm« 
there are two methods of proce- 
dure. The battery o^X *lmply be 
laid away with the electrolyte in it 
and be recharged at Intervals and 
iiave 
distilled 
water 
added 
as 


needed. This serves very well for a 
long layup. When the battery Is to 
be out of commission for a longer 
time It shouTd be taken to the bat- 
tery station and dry stored. • In this 
method the battery is dismantled 
and the dried plates are stored un- 
til required for reassembling. 


For the car owner who does his 


own tire repairing a migrhty hands 
tool Is a block of wood about a foot 
long and three inches wide on which 
is firmly tacked a sheet of sand- 
paper. This is used for

CARE NECESSARY. 


Though magneto equipment is a highly 


efficient form, 
deterioration 
Is rapid, 


and inefficiency of engine operation and 
low economy result if some care is not 
given this instrument. It 
should be 


borne in mind that one factor in fuel 
economy is good ignition. There are 
on the market today any number of 
makes of magnetos, some of which re- 
quire individual care which is not ap- 
plicable to the rest, but, on the whole, 
certain fundamentals may be observed 
for everj- type. 


Cleanliness Is most Important to ob- 


serve. The instrument must bo clean 
on the outside, around the distributor 
cover and around the breaker box. If 
the driver does not at intervals clean 
away dirt and gum from these parts it 
will eventually work Its way 
to the 


moving parts and cause trouble. The 
armature shaft bearings must receive 
oil every 1000 miles, and oil wells are 
provided for the purpose of supplying 
these bearings 
with lubricant. The 


moving parts of the breaker mechan- 
ism, 
with the exception of the points, 


require a drop of oil occasionally and 
this oil must be of the 
very 
finest 


grade, which will not gum. The error 
often made Is in using too much oil, 
so that a great deal of it gets between 
the breaker points. 
Tho points them- 
selves do not require lubricant; it is the 
other wearing parts 
of the 
breaker 


mechanism which need it. If the driver 
could only realize the importance of 
using good oil for the magneto a great 
deal of money would be saved. 
The 


magneto bearings usually are of the 
bail type and very rapid deterioration 
occurs if a poor grade of oil is used. 
Tliis deterioration is both mechanical 
ana electrical. 


A magneto docs not require inspection 


more than once a month, providing it is 
giving sen-ice. At this inspection tha 
oiling should be gone over and the mag- 
neto holding down means should be in- 
spected to make sure that the magneto 


Motor' Industry Learns From War 
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Jnst what did the- American motor 


car industry learn from its experi- 
ences as the principal producer of 
military equipment for Wncle £am 
during- the war? The motor indus- 
try got out of tho war not so much 
a better knowledge of design, but a. 
better knowledge of manufacturing 
methods, better methods or making 
parts more quickly and more accu- 
rately. It has learned how to pro- 
duce good units in quantity. 


But while the industry was mat- 


ing engines and trucks and passen- 
ger cars and tractors and trailera 
and what-not, it was also busy ob- 
serving and the observations havo 
taught it much. 


"U'hilo there was not much time 


during the war to put the knowledge 
thus gained to useful purpose, the 
ne^ct few months ^"O1 see the en" 
gineering departments working1 at 
top speed to verify their observa- 
tions and the whole conglomerate, 
mass of data obtained during tho 
past years Will bo reflected in our 
next crop of cars. 


Briefly, those cars wiB bo much 


lighter than our present ones; they 
will use more alumiaura and pressed 
steel parts; they will have better 


bodies, be more 
comfortable, far 


more economical, cheaper in price 
and show general refinement in de- 
tail all through. Engines will be 
better lubricated. 


They will run hotter and more of 


them vcill use thermostatic control. 
Ignition will certainly be improved 
bearing trouMe will be a thing of 
the past in these engines, because 
of what 
IKIS been learned about 


making hearings and oiling them. 
There will be a few changes in 
clutches, 
in 
transmissions or in 


axles. Wheels of the disc and wire 
types •will attempt 3. fresh drive to- 
ward universal adoption. 


In snmming up, we find that tho 


industry as a whole has 
learned 


better production and manufactur- 
ing methods, while development of 
its regular products .was retarded by 
its absorption in war worlc.

gineering work now in progress will 
result in cutting car weights to a 
startling degree. 
Aluminum and 


pressed steel will cooie in for great- 
er use. Metallurgical knowledge 
gained in war work will bo reflected 
in the cars of the future. 
Engines 


and chasis lubrication will bo much 
improved and the fuel problem will 
be much reduced in importance.

HOW TO CHECK UP WIRING. 


If on the road the engine suddenly 


goes dead and it is traced to ignition 
trouble, tho first thing to do is to check 
up all wiring to see that no wires have 
broken from their terminals. The best 
method of tracing is to start at the 
plugs and work toward the switch. The 
distributor shonld be the first point of 
attack, and tf this is fonnd to ba clean 
and the ann making good contact the 


• Snterruptei' points should be suspected. 
It is so rare that a. magneto actually 


i fails to give a spark of some sort that 
It is hardly necessary even to mention 


1 any further possible causes of the in- 
' stnrment going dead. 


Misfiring, however, may be common 


In some types/ "This may be caused by. 


'. dirty spark pings, plugs with wide or 
narrow gaps, poor contacts at the plugs, 
a loose ground wire, a loose distributor 
cable, broken cable insulation, breaker 
points poorly adjusted, dirty or uneven. 
If the misfiring is especially noticeable 
at low speeds and all these things are 
inspected, one might suspect that the 
magnets were weak- 
If the breaker 


points wear down very rapidly, due to 
arcing, the trouble is probably caused 
by the condenser. 
It Is hardly the work of the car owner 


to go so deeply into this type of igni;- 
tion trouble, for when anything goes 
-wrong in tho condenser 
the matter 


should bo Investigated by a magneto

Some apprehension is man- 
ifest by those who aspire 
to municipal office at the 
forthcoming election, as to 
the "soldier vote." A past

fice on his soldier record; but it is supposing 
that the usual thing in politics will not eventuate 
if it is taken for granted that the soldier candi- 
date will not show up. 
The Governor's Efforts 


The Governor's purpose to abate some of the 


unnecessary expense of State government is 
meeting with the usual experience of private ef- 
foits along similar lines. 
Everybody concerned 


is to the fore telling how it can't be done. Elo- 
quent and convincing gentlemen explain that the

Coincident with the news of the resignation 


of Felix Frankfurter, chairman of the War Labor 
Policies Board, is made public a letter from for- 
mer President Eoosevelt to him. 
It will be re- 


membered that Frankfurter was the chairman of 
a commission sent here over a year ago by Presi- 
dent Wilson to inquire into the charges that 
Mooney had not had a fair trial. 
The report of 


the commission, was not favorable to Judge 
Dunne- before whom Mooney was tried, nor to Dis- 
trict Attorney Fickert. It will be remembered 
that Judge Dunne severely criticized it. The mat- 
ter became the subject of corret-pondence between 
Frankfurter and Roosevelt 
Roosevelt'^ letter is 


dated December 19, 1917, and refers to some- 
thing that had gone before, for it begins thus: "I 
-thank you for your frank letter. 
I answer it at 


length because you have taken and are taking on 
behalf of the administration an attitude which 
seems to me to be fundamentally that of Trotskv 
and other Bolsheviki leaders in Russia: an atti- 
tude which, may be fraught with mischief to this 
country.'' 
In his characteristic way he plunges 


straight ahead with what he has to say: '-I 
iayc not been able to-find any one who seriousJy 
questions Judge Dunne's character, judicial fit- 


One of the prominent leaders in that deportation 
was my old friend Jack Greenway, who has just 
been commissioned a major in the army by Presi- 
dent Wilson.

Every time the public balks in a Heidi ilctchy 


proposition, as in the proposed charter amend 
ment which would have facilitated realizing on 
bonds: or whenever criticism gels too personal 
or court proceedings go against the city, as in 
the instance where it was held that the records 
and plans could be examined by arty taxpayer 
a reminder is forthcoming in the discussions o 
the Board of Supervisors that the city is likely tt 
lose the service of City Engineer O'Shaughnessy 
It is represented that lie is exceedingly impatient 
of any question as to his work, or unfavorable 
criticism, and being beset with offers for his ser- 
vices, is likely to jump his §15,000 job and leave 
San Francisco to its fate.

A surprising fact was disclosed at the meeting 


of the Board of Supervisors on Monday when out 
of eighteen members but three voted against an 
effort to sue a newspaper publisher for slander- 
ing the city. 
It was not claimed that any indi- 


vidual had suffered, or that any private interest 
had been damaged, but the city had been put in 
wrong and was entitled to exemplary damages. 
It came up on a resolution to inquire of the city 
attorney if such suit couid be maintained. 
A 


previous resolution of this purport had been 
passed, but it had been allowed to lie dormant. 
Supervisor Power didn't want it to lie dormant, 
nnd at the meeting last week had it rescinded. 
Supervisor Gallagher came charging in last Mon- 
day, declaring the rescinding proceedings were 
put through while he was looking the other way, 
and introduced another resolution reviving it. 
The debate upon the question was highly inter- 
esting. 
The mayor took occasion to express 


himself as to the offending publisher, declaring 
he would reaffirm all the things about him that he 
said the last time, and that if it were not for the 
ladies present he would use stronger language. 
Supervisor Schmitz was the only member of the 
board to express surprise that supervisors were 
so thin skinned. 
He spoke from the fullness of 


experience. 
He said that probably he had re- 


ceived more newspaper abuse than any 
of her 


man in the United States, but that he had risen 
above it and personally bore no animosity toward 
any one. and if_ this resolution is simply trying 
to get revenge on a newspaper publisher because

Yosemite Park 


Notices of the reorganization of the eompanv 


nstituted by 1). J. Desmond to manage the con- 
cessions in Yosemite Park recalls the fact that 
unusual contracts ha\e been eutered into by the 
Federal government, by which all the privileges 
of this great natural wonderland were turned over 
to a corporation. Not all the privileges were 
turned over specifically, but the conditions are 
such that n& other concession can readily remain. 
The only one that docs remain is the Curry camp, 
awd that was saved by a popular clamor that 
could not be withstood at Washington. In 1913 a 
twenty-year lease was obtained by Desmond for 
certain "hotels, chalets, inns, and camps.'' which 
constituted about all that is desirable in (he val- 
ley for the accommodation of tourists. The lease 
is lengthy and minute, and considering that it has 
been the policy of the government to give leases 
only from year to year, this one is surprising, 
indeed. Desmond pfovcd himself a great pro- 
moter. He not only obtained this lease from the 
government, but he induced a number of responsi- 


adopted as a war measure. The advantage of it 
even for that has been 'disputed; and in times of 
peace there are many to take up the cudgel.

Senator Thomas Turns in Alarm 


We have been so busy taking account of what 


has happened and what is happening on this coast 
that we may not have kept very close tab on what 
has happened in Washington, under the very nose 
of authority, in the way of Bolshevik demonstra- 
tion. Yet there was a mass meeting there which 
members of Congress attended and at which at 
lea*t oiie member -spoke and was loudly cheered 
for utterances that are characteristic of such gatii- 


gs. The matter was taken cognizance of offi- 


cially. Senator Thomas of Colorado severely 
characterized it. His remarks are found in that 
compendium of interesting information, the Con- 
gressional Record, where they may not have been 
read as generally as their vigor would seem to 
warrant. Among other things he said: "I am not 
permitted under the rules of the Senate to more 
than refer to the fact that a member of the House 
figured prominently and conspicuously in this 
remarkable gathering.-'' The member was Mason 
of Illinois. Senator Thomas went on: "'I protest 
against such assemblages which, under the guise 
of free speech, advocate what is virtually treason 
to the nation. If I occupy a street corner and 
counsel my auditors to go to the White House 
and murder the President, or ro the Willard Hotel 
and kill the proprietor, or to the capital and mur- 
der a senator or a representative, the police very 
properly interfere, I am apprehended and sub- 
jected to punishment; but ifl counsel a campaign 
of universal murder and destruction, including 
the overthrow of the governmsnt, I "can rely on 
my constitutional right to trw speech and go 
unscathed. I contend that one is just as criminal 
as the other: and unless the people of ihis coun- 
Iry—the plain, law-abiding, middle-class people— 
realize, and realize very soon, that there is a con- 
spirary, usually secret but frequently open, work- 
ing for the overthrow of the government of (he 
Uuited States and to erect upon its ruins a gov- 
ernment of murderers, anarchists, thieves and 
criminals, with here and there an honest but 
deluded individual among tkem, the avalanche

The following Points will help those 


who wish to try gardening at home, 
and will bring good insults if tu.kou 
advantage of: 


SEED PLANTED TOO THICK. 


The trouble with many gardeners is 


that they plant their seed too thick and 
have not the courage to thin the plants 
out. Where seeds are sown with a drill 
the proper amount of seed 
will be 


planted, bat where seed Ls sown by hand 
the average planter gets it too thick A 
plant must have plenty of room for its 
normal development, and 
less 
than 


proper space makes a dwaxfed 
and 


worthless plant 


Another cause of failure of amateur 


gardeners is that they plant their gar- 
den on the same piece of ground year 
after year, taking more plant food from 
the soil each year and never replacing 
it with fertilizer. 


PLANTS SET TOO EARLY. 


The mistake is often made by ama- 


teur gardeners of setting out tender 
vegetable plants too early in the season. 
Tomatoes, 
peppers 
and 
CKK 
plants 


should Rot be set until the soil is thor- 


oughly warm. No advantage is grained 
by planting-too early, for if cold weather 
follows the planting the to.nuer shoots 
become stunted and weakened. They 
will not produce as much fruit, and the 
fruit will not ripen as early. 


CARROTS AND PARSNIPS. 


There is probably no variety of vege- 


table seeds that causes Uio amateur 
so much trouble as carrots and parsnips. 
One. reason for this is that when the 
seeti sprouts it is not very strong and is 
often unable, to penetrate- the top soil 
if it happens to bo a bit crusted, 
II 


a small quantity of radish 
seed is 


mixed with the carrot and parsnip seeds 
at the time it is sown the radishes. 
growing faster than the carrots and 
parsnips, and baring a stronger sprout, 
will break the surface of the soil so as to 
allow the other seeds to corno through. 
This is not a theory but is a positive 
fact, as it has been tried out for a 
number of years. 
Bear thia In mind 


next time you plant these two difficult 
vegetables that are so hard to sprout. 
RADISH SEED A GOOO NURSE TO 


HELP LETTUCE HEAD. 


A good many growers of this delicious 


salad have often complained of not get- 
ting their lettuce to head, or that it 
will run. up to seed after transplanting, 
which is very disappointing. Here is 
the way to make them head: 


Plant in rows, mixing a little round 


raddish with the letuice seed.

Bean Culture 


Beans require a light friable soil, with 


plenty of moisture, and they arc very 
sensitive to frost. In California they 
should not be sown earlier than April 15.

SHOVELS AND SPADES.

One shovel is really enough in the j 


home garden, though most persons havo I 
two or three about the place. If only i 
one Is available, it should be square at j 
tho bottom, with a rather sharp edge, j 
If one have both a round, pointed shovel i 
and a spado, so much the better. 
' 


A spading fork is needed frequently ' 


for digging, for handling dressing, and ' 
for turning over the soil in comers 
where the plow does not reach. Be sure 
tho fork is maufactured by a reliable 
firm, and is of good steel, for great 
strain frequently comes en a tingle 
tine, 


For trimming tho long grass that i 


grows about the edges of tho garden, 
for work about trees, and for cutting 
cornstalks after the ears are picked, a 
light sicklo of high grade is often called 
into use. Keep tho sickle sharp. 


The principal use of the hoe is for 


opening small trenches and furrows. 
For cultivating and killing weeds, the 
bept tool is not a hoe, but a potato 
digger with five or six round tines. 
Tho shorter the tines and the lighter 
the tool, the better. The sharp teeth of 
this potato digger sink into the ground 
easily, and work back and forth, leav- 
ing tho dirt loose and fine without 
piling it up. It is also useful in turn- 
ing over new ground. A sharp stroke 
and a pull wiT bring- up a. clod with j 
little effort. 
In selecting tools of this 


sort, lightness is essential. A heavy 
hoe only requireb more effort for tho '
